The Rosalind of Miss Ellen Treo was 
chaste and elegant in manner, and true to her author in a degree 
that left pot a desire uasatisfied. There is scarcely a character iu 
ali Shakspeare which bes more contrast, more lizht and shadow 
than Rosalind. She is a wild, fanciful, giddyebrained romp, but 
full of modesty and -purity of mind, she is gentle and confiding, 
but always sustaining an elevated dignity ia her deportment,— 
radiant with daZzling attractions and fascinating blandishments, yet 
these are united with girish simplicity and innocence. So ex- 
{ quisitely were these contrasts displayed by Miss Tree that one could 

bave wished for the presence of an artist to have taken her ic 
every mood of ming, in every attitude, and in every scene; and 
yet what would have been the usa if the melody and sweetness of 
her voice were wanting. A more natve, delicate, refined, and 
finished representation we never witnessed. ‘There was a grace, 
{ a poignancy, a p'quancy, and a modesty, which excited ia every 
spectator feelings st once of love and respect. It would be diffi- 
cult to say in which scenes she was most delightful, perhaps ber 
| look and attitude in that in which she deprecates the harshness of 
Duke Frederick, were the most beautiful and touchiog ; while ia 
her wooing, by proxy, with Orlando, where she is by turps gay, 
*%  pattish, saa, and affectionate, she was perhaps the most graceful 
and fascipating, but the applause which she received throughout 
j was 0 vehement and general, that we must infer she was nearly 
¥. equally irresistible in sll. Miss Rainforth’s performance of the 
gentla Celia was as perfect io its way as Miss Tree’s Rosalind. 
Harley’s Touchstone is ia the highest degree commendable; its 
exccllencies are too generally known to require comment here. 
Mrs.Humby played the uncouth unsophisticated and coarse country 
wench, Audrey,admirably. ‘I he other characters were exceedingly 
well performed. The Sleeping Beauty in the Wood concluded. 
We understand that this Tueatre has been fixed upon for Dowton’s 
arewell Benefit which wi!l shortly take place under the patronage 
of several influentis] members of the nobility and gentry.
